REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior art of record, namely, Brooke et al. (U.S. 6,763,343) 
and/or Employees, do not disclose, teach or suggest, wherein each of XML 
Descriptors (XMDs) are identified by an associated qualified tag, the qualified tag 
includes a concatenation of a plurality of XML start tags representing start tags 
hierarchically traversed in the tree structure of the XML document to reach the 
XML data element associated therewith, the XMDs providing formatting to 
content associated with the XML data element, in combination with the other 
claimed limitations, as recited in independent claim 53. 

Independent claims 56, 60 and 62 recite the same or similar claim 
limitations or features as recited in independent claim 53 above, therefore, 
Independent claims 56, 60 and 62 are found to be allowable over the closest 
prior art of record mentioned above, for the same or similar reasons as discussed 
in independent claim 53 above. 

Furthermore, independent claims 53, 56, 60 and 62 are found to be 
allowable over the closest prior art of record mentioned above for the reasons 
stated in applicant remarks found in pages 9-12, in the amendment filed on 
08/17/2009.
